Call for Oxford shuttle during endoscopy unit refurbishment 

TRAVEL FEARS 
FOR PATIENTS 


PATIENTS could be left stranded 
in Banbury when a bowel screen¬ 
ing and endoscopy unit closes for 
emergency refurbishment. 

That is the message from campaign¬ 
ers, who fear the closure of the Horton 
General Hospital’s endoscopy unit for 
four months will leave patients strug¬ 
gling to get to temporary services in 
Oxford. 

Accreditation was suspended fol¬ 
lowing an inspection by the national 
watchdog in March because of its old 
decontamination equipment and a fail¬ 
ure to fully separate patients by gender. 

The Joint Advisory Group (JAG) de¬ 
ferred its judgement for six months 
to give hospital managers a chance to 
replace the outdated decontamination 
washers and install better screens. 

The trust’s board of directors ap¬ 
proved £2.36m plans last week to refur¬ 
bish the unit with pods of three walls 
and curtain doors so that different sex¬ 
es could be kept separate. 

Campaigners have been left worried

because an estimated 1,300 patients will 
have to travel to the John Radcliffe Hos¬ 
pital in Oxford during the four-month 
refurbishment. 

Keep the Horton General chairman 
Keith Strangwood is urging Oxford Uni¬ 
versity Hospitals NHS Trust to provide 
a shuttle bus for patients. 

He said: “It’s good news and bad 
news. The good news is we are having 
some investment and improvements 
at the Horton; the bad news is over 
1,300 people are having to travel to Ox¬ 
ford. 

“There is talk about transport, but 
no detail. 

“But we are endeavouring to get 
some detail, I would like to see some¬ 
thing like a shuttle bus, it would not 
only help with endoscopy transfers 
but other transfers too, because it’s 
chaos to get from Banbury to Oxford.” 

Work is expected to begin on the unit 


in September and a temporary £310,000 
mobile theatre will be set up at the John 
Radcliffe Hospital, where non-urgent 
patients will be transferred. 

Around 85 patients a week use the 
unit for endoscopies and it is also used 
for screening for bowel cancer. 

While urgent cases and inpatients will 
be provided endoscopies in the Horton 
during the refurbishment, others will 
have to travel to Oxford.

Initial £4.1m plans to keep 
services at the Banbury 
hospital were deemed too 
expensive because of the high 
cost of providing temporary 
endoscopy services on site. 

Director of planning and 
information Andrew Stevens 
said the changes would allow 
more people to be treated 
closer to home. 

He said: “It’s not a shock, 
the standards change. But it’s 
really about providing a high 
quality service to the local 
people who need it.” 

Mr Stevens said although no 
plans for transport between 
the Horton and Oxford had 
been finalised, patients could 
be taken by shuttle bus. 

He added: “We are exploring 
options. It could mean laying 
on a minibus or talking with 
the ambulance about a 
patient transfer unit. 

“We recognise that will 
leave a considerable number 
of patients for whom it will be 
difficult.”

College opens 
facilities for 
tomorrow’s 
tradesmen 

NEW facilities for construction and 
carpentry training are taking shape at 
Banbury and Bicester College. 

The Banbury campus in Broughton 
Road is undergoing a makeover as the 
college invests in new workshop and 
build space to meet local skills needs. 

About £100,000 is being spent on the 
three-month project, which will see the 
new equipment ready for use next 
September. 

Steve Capewell, programme manager 
for construction, said: “With the 
shortfall predicted in construction 
skills, it’s very important and very 
timely 

“We are doubling the space we have 
got and looking to take the course up to 
Level 2 next year, offering more hand 
skills. We want to stretch and 
challenge the year.” 

There are 50 to 100 students learning 
construction and carpentry on the site, 
including those on full-time and 
apprenticeship courses. Students aged 
14 to 16 will also feel the benefit thanks 
to the college’s programme working 
with schools. 

Students aged 16 and over will benefit 
from industry-standard tools and 
equipment, a dedicated machine shop 
and space for outsized projects such as 
creating roof rigs. 

College principal Rose Turner said: 
“We hope that these new facilities will 
encourage many more young people to 
get the skills and qualifications needed 
for a rewarding future career.” 

John Kelly, head of learning for 
construction, said: “It’s a great time to 
consider a career in construction. 

“In both Banbury and Bicester there 
are significant housing and retail 
development schemes under way, for 
example 1,000 new homes at Longford 
Park, the expansion of Castle Quay 
shopping centre and the 20-year eco- 
town project in Bicester. 

“The construction industry offers 
fantastic career progression.”

Phone box library is 
calling new readers

THE end of Banbury’s 
long-running phone box 
library saga is now in 
sight with the arrival of 
a new kiosk in South Bar 
Street. 

Next to the working tele¬ 
phone box a new one, special¬ 
ly-designated for books and 
shelving, has been installed 
and painted to look just like 
the original. 

The project was the prod¬ 
uct of a partnership between 
Banbury Town Council and 
British Telecom.

Council leader Kieron Mal- 
lon said: “Everybody has 
done their part and it’s ready 
to go. It has had proper steel 
shelving put in by Hawkins 
Steel Ltd, which matches 
what a 1950s phone box 
would look like. 

“We have concreted it in 


and will have a proper open¬ 
ing ceremony at the end of 
the week. 

“This has been a big job, 
and we want it to go off with 
a bang.” 

The original phone box, in 
which an anonymous ben¬ 
efactor installed shelves and 
books last summer for a pop¬ 
up library, was threatened 
with closure when owner BT 
declared it unsafe. 

After an outcry from resi¬ 
dents, it was agreed that 
Banbury Town Council 
could ‘adopt’ the box and 
turn it into a library. 

But the council was unwill¬ 
ing to do so as this would in¬ 
volve the phone, from which 
1,000 calls were made last 
year, being decommissioned. 

Instead, it was agreed that 
a second purpose-built box 
would be placed alongside 
the original. 

Mr Mallon added: “BT has 


been helpful. The town coun¬ 
cil, BT, Hawkins and the 
chap who originally set it 
up - none of this would have 
happened without those four 
elements coming together.” 

An official opening cer¬ 
emony will be held on Sat¬ 
urday with times yet to be 
confirmed. 

Residents are looking for¬ 
ward to making use of the 
new kiosk. 

Roy Askew, who works at 
nearby St James’ Church 
and borrowed from the old 
library about three times, 
said: “I was disappointed 
when I heard the old one was 
closing. 

“It was nice to see someone 
making a different use of it. 
And people did use it. The 
new box blends in very well. 
It’s all part of the scenery. I 
think it was a very good idea 
to have another one; it keeps 
everyone happy”

A YOUNG soldier has had one 
of the most enviable seats in the 
country after volunteering at 
the Wimbledon Tennis Champi¬ 
onships. 

Drummer William Fletcher, 24, 
from Adderbury, was a Military Ser¬ 
vice Steward for the two-week tour¬ 
nament, including on Centre Court 
while Andy Murray was playing. 

Along with 334 others fulfilling the 
role, Mr Fletcher manned the gang¬ 
ways, helped visitors find their seats 
and ensured they were comfortable. 

Mr Fletcher said: “It’s great inter¬ 
acting with the public when you’re 
working on the gangways, when peo¬ 
ple are coming in in the mornings. 

“Everyone is pretty intense watch¬ 
ing some of the matches, especially 
when we get big names on. 

“Every seat is full, it’s very atmos¬ 
pheric in there. 

“We had Caroline Wozniacki, Ve¬ 
nus Williams and Pablo Cuevas. He 
had a big tantrum.” 

Mr Fletcher attended Bloxham 
School and has been a Reservist for 


five years. He is also studying for a 
PhD at King’s College London in the 
Defence Studies Department. 

He has also performed public guard 
duties alongside the Grenadier 
Guards at Buckingham Palace and 
Windsor Castle. 

For the two weeks at SW19, he 
worked with one of eight teams pre¬ 
sent on every show court, including 
Centre Court, where the Royal Box 
requires 50 stewards to look after the 
members’ area, corridors and chang¬ 
ing rooms. 

Mr Fletcher said: “A lot of people 
don’t understand military stuff, so 
they’re always quite interested in 
what we do, and particularly the Re¬ 
serves’ part of it. 

“I enjoy the camaraderie of the 
Army, Navy and RAF, and getting to 
know the different services.” 

The tradition of the British Army 
providing soldiers to act as volunteers 
to the Wimbledon tournament dates 
back to 1946. 

Positions are evenly split between 
members of the three armed services. 
They must have their chain of com¬ 
mand’s authority to attend and be 
fully fit, as the job requires standing 
for long periods of time in military 
uniform. 

Mr Fletcher added: “Being a PhD 
student, I have to take two weeks out 
of doing my PhD to volunteer. But it 
does work for me and I’d definitely do 
it again.”

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Recycling 
centres may 
close down 


Council bid to save money sparked fears of a rise in fly-tipping

PLANS to possibly close recycling 
centres across the county in an at¬ 
tempt to save £350,000 have been 
branded a “disaster”. 

There are fears the move by Oxford¬ 
shire County Council to cut the seven 
centres it runs could lead to an in¬ 
crease in fly-tipping. 

The local authority will consult 
on the proposals from early August 
and has confirmed a reduction in the 
number of centres will be one option, 
although it would not say which were 
most likely to close or how many. 

Council bosses said they would con¬ 
sider building new centres as part of 
the reduction plan, with a new site po¬ 
tentially replacing a number of closed 
ones. 

They said they wanted to make sure 
any new centres were located as close 
as possible to major population centres 
in the county 

The centres - at Alkerton near Ban¬ 
bury, Ardley, Dix Pit near Stanton 
Harcourt, Drayton, Oakley Wood near 
Wallingford, Redbridge in Oxford and 
Stanford in the Vale - cost £1.2m a year 
to run and employ 40 people. 

They recycle household waste that is 
brought to them by residents, as well 
as green garden waste collected by dis¬ 
trict councils. 

The county council said all seven 
sites were nearing capacity and Ardley 
was due to be closed by the landowners 
in 2017, meaning changes would need 
to be made even if there was not a need 
to save money. 

Rose Hill resident Don Young, 77, said 
he was concerned closing some centres 
could lead to a rise in fly-tipping. 

He said: “Fly-tipping is getting worse. 
I have called out the city council four 
or five times since February about fly¬ 
tipping in Rose Hill. 

“I think it is absolutely ridiculous to 
close down recycling centres. They are 
a good idea. 

“If you use your common sense, fly¬ 
tipping is something that there is no 


need to do. But people might not want 
to drive that extra five miles up the 
road if there is no longer a centre near 
them.” 

Oxford City Council is responsible 
for dealing with fly-tipping and for 
collecting waste for disposal and recy¬ 
cling from people’s kerbside bins. 

The council’s Green Party leader 
Craig Simmons said he feared a rise in 
fly tipping. 

He added more people putting their 
waste in their kerbside bins could lead 
to waste earmarked for recycling being 
contaminated. 

He said: “I think it would be a disas¬ 
ter if these centres close. 

“Fly-tipping is not just people dump¬ 
ing in the countryside, it is waste being 
left in front gardens as well. 

“We have a problem with contamina¬ 
tion of waste for recycling already and 
this will make it worse. 

“It means the waste transfer stations 
we use would refuse to take all of the 
waste because some of it would be con¬ 
taminated.” 

County council deputy leader Rod¬ 
ney Rose said household waste could 
not be exempt from cuts, with more 
than £280m worth of savings having 
been made, or due to be made, between 
2010 and 2018. 

Millions of pounds more savings are 
expected to be needed when the Gov¬ 
ernment tells local authorities how 
much more it will cut from their budg¬ 
ets. 

Mr Rose said: “I never joined this job 
to be in the business of closing every¬ 
thing in sight. 

“It is not what we want to do but we 
have to do a balanced budget this Feb¬ 
ruary and every other February. 

“The figures are showing that there 
is a decline in the use of the centres 
anyway. 

“In 2008/09 1.383 million visits were 
made to them but in 2014/15 that was 
down to 1.081 million visits.” 

Mr Rose said a rise in fly-tipping had 
not been seen in other parts of the 
country where recycling centres had 
shut.

Agency study names county’s 
most expensive home address

A STREET in Oxford 
has been named the 
most expensive in the 
county for a second 
year running 
according to latest 
figures. 

Crick Road topped the 
annual list, with 
Church End in 
Swerford and 
Chadlington Road in 
Oxford making up the 
top three. 

Houses in Crick Road 
are the highest valued 
in Oxfordshire, with an 


average price of nearly 
£4million. 

Figures released by 
property site Zoopla 
showed it had an 
average house price of 
£3,976,080. That is a 
£lmillion increase 
from last year’s Zoopla 
figures.

He said: “As the dons 
that have lived in those 
houses pass away, they 
have been put on to the 
private market, which I 
suppose would have 
put the price up.” 

Charles Wellbelove, 
director of agent 
Hamptons, said: ’’One 
main reason for its 
desirability is the 
architecture. It’s a very 
historic area. You also 
have schools like the 
Dragon School and St 
Edwards nearby”

BARKS rescue home cares 
for a growing number of 
stray cats and kittens

AN ANIMAL sanctuary has 
received much-needed fund¬ 
ing to try to lower the number 
of homeless cats and kittens. 

Banbury Animal Rescue & Kind¬ 
ness Service (BARKS) has been 
awarded £6,400 by national organi¬ 
sation Support Adoption for Pets 
for its neutering campaign. 

The Bodicote shelter cares for 
hundreds of abandoned cats, kit¬ 
tens, rabbits and even lost duck¬ 
lings every year. 

It took three months for the 
grant money to be released after 
the group applied for funds. 

Chairwoman Ann Collins said: 
“We are really pleased.” 

The charity ensures all animals 
are neutered, microchipped and 
have a clean bill of health before 
rehoming. Vet bills and neutering 
are the centre’s biggest expendi¬ 
ture and last year cost a total of 
£22,000. 

At present, more cats and kittens 
than before, about 60 at a time, are 
being looked after by the centre. 


Ms Collins said: “There’s a mas¬ 
sive increase in stray cats. We are 
taking stray after stray; I would 
say most of them are abandoned 
by owners.” 

In a bid to increase the momen¬ 
tum with rehoming, BARKS will 
host its first open day this Septem¬ 
ber. 

Ms Collins added: “We have 
started to take some of the more 
docile cats to fundraising events 


such as the Banbury and District 
Show.” 

One of the lucky few is Womble, 
pictured, a one-year-old white and 
brown cat volunteers never even 
thought would survive. 

Senior fosterer Theresa Grant 
said: “When he arrived he was 
tiny and I didn’t think he was go¬ 
ing to make it. 

“But now he has been neutered 
and comes out to raise money with 


us because he’s so calm. 

“I’m overflowing with cats. We 
have had a higher number recent¬ 
ly because of private landlords 
changing their policies and fami¬ 
lies are having to move where pets 
aren’t allowed. It’s also kitten sea¬ 
son at the moment. 

“We have taken in more than 
we have rehomed. This month, I 
haven’t rehomed a single cat.”

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Charity finds few 
with mental illness 
are in employment 


A MENTAL health charity 
has said more needs to be 
done by employers, 
councils and the health 
service to get people with 
mental illnesses into work. 

The call comes after it 
was revealed only one in 
ten people suffering from 
mental illnesses in 
Oxfordshire was employed 
in 2013/14. 

The figure was revealed 
in this month’s report by 
the county’s Health and 
Wellbeing board and is the 
most recent statistic 
available. 

The body, which is made 
up of council and 
healthcare bosses, doctors 
and local politicians, said 
it wanted to increase that 
proportion in the coming 
year - but the report did 
not set out how this would 
be achieved. 

Head of employment 
coaching at Oxford-based 
mental health charity 
Restore, Mick Carroll, said 
much needed to be done to 
get more people with 
mental illnesses into work. 

Mr Carroll, 60, said he 
was not surprised by the 
low number of mentally ill 
people in work. 

He said: “We work with 
people from top academics 


to hotel chamber maids 
and they are all terrified 
of telling their bosses they 
have a mental illness. 

“There is a lot of scope 
for people with mental 
health problems to make a 
positive contribution to 
the workforce. 

“People with mental 
health problems can have 
a great insight into the 
softer side of things and 
they are more eager to 
work. 

“There has to be support 
from the medical side and 
the social side and from 
employers.” 

Mr Carroll has suffered 
from depression on and off 
since he was 16 and battled 
with it when he was 
employed in other jobs. 

In the report by 
Oxfordshire director of 
public health Dr Jonathan 
Me William, the 
importance of 
employment for people 
with mental health 
problems was highlighted. 

He said: “Adults living 
with a physical disability, 
learning disability, severe 
mental illness or another 
long-term condition 
consistently tell us that 
they want to be 
independent.”

A PROJECT set up by young 
people to tackle the impact 
of human trafficking and 
Child Sexual Exploitation 
(CSE) has been launched in 
Banbury. 

WeAreOneBanbury is the 
work of students at the Warrin¬ 
er School in Bloxham. 

It is supported by social work¬ 
er and project manager Bon¬ 
nie Nicholls, and youth worker 
Shannon McNally of the Peo¬ 
ple’s Church, Horsefair.

Ms McNally said: “Our mes¬ 
sage is that every person on the 
planet has significance, value 
and worth. You are here, you 
matter. Your voice matters.”

Working families ‘set to 
suffer’ after benefit cuts 


Welfare organisations warn 
caps on state payments mean 
the poorest will be worse off

VULNERABLE working families 
across the county are set to suffer 
after the Government announced 
£12bn worth of benefit cuts, it 
was warned. 

Chancellor George Osborne re¬ 
vealed working age benefits would be 
frozen for four years and the family 
benefits cap reduced to £20,000 a year 
outside London. 

From 2017, tax credits and universal 
credit will be restricted to two chil¬ 
dren per family. 

On the other hand, the Government 
will introduce a national living wage 
of £7.20 per hour for those aged 25 and 
over starting in April 2016, plus free 
childcare for all parents of up to 30 
hours per week from 2017. 

Warnings have come from across 
Oxfordshire that working families in 
the county could bear the brunt of the 
changes. 

The manager of Oxfordshire Wel¬ 
fare Rights, Suzy Drohan, said the ad¬ 
vice centre was preparing for a huge 
rise in the number of families need¬ 


ing support. She said: “We under¬ 
stand that four times as many people 
in Oxford are likely to be affected by 
the benefit cap [than before]. 

“The cuts will impact on working 
families and unless wages can keep 
pace with the cost of living and the 
additional costs of childcare, a large 
amount of families are going to find 
big reductions in income to manage 
their family life and this will put pres¬ 
sure on being able to pay rent, their 
utilities, their essentials. 

“What people need to realise is 
that you might not currently be on 
benefits and your life may be quite 
wonderful but nobody knows what is 
around the corner.” 

Mother-of-two Safia Baker, 45, cares 
full-time for husband John, 48, who 
suffers with epilepsy, and receives 
carers’ allowance. 

She also cares for 11-year-old son Us¬ 
man, who has the rare genetic condi¬ 
tion Phenylketonuria, and had to give 
up work as a personal assistant at Ba¬ 
yards Hill Primary School to care for 
him full-time. 

Mrs Baker, of Barton, said: “I think 
vulnerable families will be affected. 
What are they going to survive on?” 

She said she thought it “unfair” 
child tax credit would be limited to 
two children after 2017. 

She added: “I think if you are work¬ 
ing, you should be able to claim for 
up to a least three children because I 
think they need the support.”

ANT-MAN (12A, 117 mins), an 
action/adventure/sci-f i/comedy/ 
romance, starring Paul Rudd, 
Michael Douglas, Evangeline Lilly, 
Corey Stoll, Michael Pena, David 
Dastmalchian, Tip "Tl" Harris, 
Bobby Cannavale, Abby Ryder 
Fortson, Judy Greer.

ALTHOUGH its ambitions are 
grander than the incredible 
shrinking hero of the title, the 
latest franchise in the cluttered 
Marvel Comic universe is 
refreshingly modest compared 
to The Avengers. 

The script - initially penned by 
Edgar Wright and Joe Cornish, 
then revised by Adam McKay 
and Paul Rudd when Peyton 
Reed replaced Wright in the 
director’s chair - leans heavily 
on deadpan humour. 

Reed’s boisterous action 
adventure is anchored by a 
winning lead performance from 
Rudd, who made his mark as 
Phoebe’s boyfriend in the sitcom 
Friends. 

Here, the actor flexes his comic 
muscles as well as his abs and 
pecs, which are flaunted in an 
obligatory scene of toplessness 
to prove he hit the gym for the 
role. 

When Rudd’s unlikely hero is 
invited to become Ant-Man and 
save the world, his considered 
response is: “I think our first 
move should be calling The 
Avengers.” 

Sensible. 

Cat burglar Scott Lang (Rudd) 
is released from San Quentin 
Penitentiary and resolves to go 
straight for the sake of his 
daughter Cassie (Abby Ryder 
Fortson). 

He shares an apartment with 
former cellmate Luis (Michael 
Pena) but struggles to find 
gainful employment. 


Desperate to pay child support 
to his despairing ex-wife (Judy 
Greer), Scott agrees to one 
lucrative heist set up by Luis 
and two pals (David 
Dastmalchian, Tip “TI” Harris). 

Unfortunately, the robbery 
lands Scott in a police cell, under 
the glare of Maggie’s new beau, 
Detective Paxton (Bobby 
Cannavale). 

Inventor Hank Pym (Michael 
Douglas) offers Scott a way out 
if he agrees to don a superhero 
outfit, which shrinks the wearer 
at the touch of a button. 

Aided by Hank’sdaughter 
(Evangeline Lilly), Scott masters 
the suit and learns to mind- 
control four species of ants. 

Humans and insects take on 
Hank’s former protege, Darren 
Cross (Corey Stoll), who has 
replicated the Ant-Man 
technology for his Yellowjacket 
suit, which he intends to sell to 
the highest bidder: Hydra. 

The 3D format is only 
noticeable when Scott activates 
the suit and seemingly benign 
household features, like a 
running tap, become life-or- 
death obstacles. 

Director Reed has great fun 
juxtaposing perspectives, 
especially in a showdown on a 
child’s train set that is thrilling 
close-up but laughably 
pedestrian when witnessed 
actual size. 

Rudd invests his reformed 
do-gooder with charm and 
chutzpah, and Douglas and Lilly 
provide solid support as the 
feuding father-daughter 
dynamic destined for 
reconciliation. 

“This isn’t some cute 
technology like the Iron Man 
suit,” Hank tells Scott. 

Perhaps not, but this first salvo 
of Ant-Man is almost as 
entertaining.

The Last Act Of Love: The Story Of 
My Brother And His Sister by Cathy 
Rentzenbrink is published by

When Cathy Rentzenbrink's happy- 
go-lucky, bright, witty 16-year-old 
brother was knocked down by 
a hit-and-run driver, the family 
prayed he would live.

The way Cathy, 13 months older 
than Matty, writes of their cheerful 
and loving family normality and her 
closeness to her brother makes the 
terrible aftermath of the accident 
all the more searingly painful. 

For a year, they lived in hope that 
he would come out of his coma, 
refusing to believe the Matty they 
knew and loved had gone. 

They brought him home from 
hospital and cared for him for four 
years, until they were so exhausted 
they moved him to a nursing home. 


Three years on, they applied to the 
courts for life-sustaining treatment 
to be discontinued. The judge 
agreed. Beautifully written, funny, 
sad and deeply moving. Keep tis¬ 
sues handy.

Low-budget 
thriller fails 
to deliver 

THE GALLOWS (15, 81 mins), a 
horror/thriller/romance, starring 
Reese Mishler, Pfeifer Brown, Ryan

FORGET mathematics, English 
literature, history, science, 
geography and the American 
high school curriculum. 

The supposedly clued-up 
teenagers in Travis Cluff and 
Chris Lofing’s low budget 
thriller urgently need an 
education in the basics of 
horror movie survival. 

The thinly-sketched 
protagonists appear blissfully 
unaware of any found footage 
horrors that have been haunting 
cinemas since The Blair Witch 
Project popularised the format 
in 1999, and stumble blindly to 
their doom with cameras 
rolling. 

In The Gallows, this shaky 
handheld footage is presented as 
official evidence - “Property of 
the Beatrice Police Department, 
28/10/2013” - which is the 
filmmakers’ cursory 
explanation for how recordings 
from multiple devices have been 
neatly spliced into a fractured 
narrative for our viewing 
displeasure. 

Whenever a student is left on 
his or her own - and is therefore 
likely to come a-cropper - main 
footage from an omnipresent 
camera jumps to a video 
recording from the lone 
character’s smartphone, so we 
are treated to their brush with 
death in jittery close-up, replete 
with heavy breathing. 

The Gallows boasts a couple of 
half-hearted scares, but this is a 
predictable and instantly 
forgettable tale with the cast 
hampered by a flimsy script 
while deaths are hopelessly 
contrived. When common sense 
dictates a hasty exit, the young 
protagonists spend their final 
seconds instead framing a 
perfect shot of their demise.

VOLVO cars are big, solid, 
sensible and understated. 
Err, not always. 

Add the R-Design badge to Vol¬ 
vo’s best-selling model and the 
air of slightly sombre Swedish 
restraint flies out of the window. 

In come huge wheels, a matt 
black grille with high-gloss 
stripes, and, at the rear, a unique 
diffuser with aero fins flanked 
by round R-Design tailpipes. 

Massive sports seats blend 
black nubuck textile and perfo¬ 
rated leather, with hugging side 
support all the way from thigh 
to shoulder, to keep you firmly 
in position when cornering at 
speed. 

Add in contrasting stitching, 
black headliner and stainless 
steel tread plates, with a bright 
blue ‘R’ in the emblem, and this 
XC60 looks decidedly sporty. 

Performance matches the 
looks, with a 181 horsepower tur¬ 
bo-diesel engine which delivers 
power while maintaining decent 
fuel economy. An alternative is 
a mighty 300-plus horsepower 
petrol engine, combining a tur¬ 
bocharger and a supercharger to 
fill in the bottom end.

the new XC90 SUV was named Auto 
Express Car of the Year. It is the first 
car to have been conceived, designed 
and built following Volvo's takeover 
by Chinese firm Geely. Its predecessor 
won the gong in 2003 and was largely 
unchanged for more than a decade. 
Editor-in-chief Steve Fowler said: "The 
new XC90 has been a long time 
coming, but it's been well worth the 
wait. The XC90 is a stunning car." A 
special award was given to the Land 
Rover Defender, as the first car to join 
the Auto Express Hall of Fame. 

I New car discounts are drying up amid 
a sales boom, according to What Car? 
Average discounts in its study were 
down from 10.14 per cent to 8.9 per 
cent, equivalent to £204 extra per car. 
Editor Jim Holder said: "Dealers need 
to turn a profit and, while demand 
remains high due to strong consumer 
confidence, they feel able to stand 
firm. A reduction in average discounts 
from £2,564 to £2,360 might not sound 
a lot, but it's been a steady trend for a 
number of months now."
